treaty is bolshevism he asserted. 
He said he respected the man who 
honestly although ignorantly opposed 
it hut denounced those 
against it 
through no reason. 
There was great applause when the 
President proclaimed thfit through 
the treaty, “the American spirit has 
made conquest of the world." 
“The war h a s won bv the American 
spirit," he said. 
There wa- a wild shout from the 
crowd. 
If the treaty is rejected those re­ 
sponsible will have “a life long reck­ 
oning with the fighting forces of the 
United States.” 
The cause he is fighting for is 
greater than the senate or the gov­ 
ernment. the President said and he 
intends “in office or out to fight for 
it as long a- I live." 
NVilson apparently is making an 
effort to humanize and visualize the 
treaty and to eonnviee the people 
that the nation is facing one of the 
most momentous alternatives of its 
history, that if the verdict is against 
the treaty a s it'stands the effect will 
be felt in the homes and pocketbooks 
of American citizens. 
Rejection, he 
s a y s , will make America a militarist­ 
ic power 
facing 
disappointed 
un­ 
friendly nations in an armed world 
with consequent higher living costs 
and eventual war. 
This was em­ 
phasized in St, Louis speeches. 
The president says he wants to get 
acquainted with the people to get the 
nation’s viewpoint and he seems to 
seek opportunities to get close to 
folks. 
Before the train left St. Louis he 
sat for some time on the rear plat­ 
form railing while hundreds massed 
igainst the iron pickets of the train

New York, Sept. 6— A minor epi­ 
demic of influenza is practically in­ 
evitable 
throughout 
America 
this 
fall, according to Dr. Royal S. Cope­ 
land, Commissioner of Heft Rh for 
New York City. 
Influenza epidemics have always 
swept countries in pairs, according 
to 
Commissioner 
Copeland, 
The 
la s tv one in America prior to last 
winter was in 1891, which was the 
minor appendage to the major epi­ 
demic of 1890. 
Dr. Copeland look- for the epidem­ 
ic this year to be inn cb lighter than 
that of 1918, though minor epidemics 


are often as bad as the major phase. 
This was true of 1891, he -ays. But 
the fact that so many people were 
affected last year gives added im­ 
munity this year. 
Speaking to the United Pres.-, Dr. 
Copeland said: “ I have no doubt but 
that we will have another epidemic 
this year, though infinitely less vio­ 
lent than last year’s when practic­ 
ally every perron was affected. 
“ Seventy 
percent ot last 
y e a r 's 
victims were between the age.- of fif­ 
teen and forty-five, probably due to 
the fact that so many men were in 
training camps.” 
Asked 
what 
could 
be 
done 
to 
prepare, 
Dr. 
Copeland 
prescribed 
“ soap and water and fre-h air.” 
“ Influenza is essentially a house 
disease,” 
he said, “ Apparently 
it 
need- long continual contact to be­ 
come infected. 
It is not like small­ 
pox, which you could get in a min­ 
ute. 
You have to live with influenza 
to get it. 
“It naturally follows that out-of- 
door life, sleeping with windows open 
regard Ie-s 
of the weather, 
taking 
exercises, and Cising common sense 
with regard to food, are the best 
preventatives. 
“ Above all, avoid those who have 
influenza. 
In families patients who 
have influenza or colds ought to be 
kept by themselves. 
They should 
not associate with others. 
‘“Apparently the germs of influen­ 
za are conveyed by the hands more 
easily than other ways. 
Everyone 
should have clean hands. 
People 
should make it a rule to wash the 
hand- and face several times a day 
with soap and water.” 
Commissioner Copeland say- there 
is ru> cause for excitement since the 
Board of Health i- watching symp­ 
toms of influenza the world over and 
is co-operating with other boards of 
health throughout America. 
It is 
also working on vaccines. 
“Mask- are no good, it has been 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
scientists,” says Doctor 
Copeland, 
“ We are old fashioned here. 
We do 
not 
believe in closing school- 
or 
churches. 
We did everything un­ 
conventional here in 1918 and had 
tile lowest death rate of all.” 
To prove that masks are danger­ 
ous instead of healthful, Commis­ 
sioner Copeland cites the case of 
San 
Francisco, which 
hail a high 
death rate, he thinks because “ the 
masks are filthy, prevent the patient 
from getting good air. and cause hint 
to re-breathe bad breath.”
